tine by one the old political land-marks 
of the country ere passing away. . Las 
year Francis P. Blair, \V. G. Brownlow, 
and the deeply lamented Morton, passed 
away. This year has also seen the death 
of two 
prominent 
statesmen—Gideon 
Welles and Benjamin F. Wade. Welles was 
called suddenly on the lith ultimo, and 
on Saturday last, Wade found rest from 
his sud'enng, only in death. Ile had been 
ill 
for many 
weeks, 
and his 
age, 


coupled with his bodily infirmities, made 
his lingering illness very painful. 
Ben­ 
jamin F. Wade has seen a very successful 
political lite considering that he did not en* 
ter national politics until somewhat late in 
life. 
He was born in Springfield, Mass., in 
October, 1800. It is credit to Mr. Wade 
to say that he never graduated at a col­ 
lege. 
Early 
in 
life 
he 
be­ 
gan 
to 
labor 
on 
the 
farm, 
and continued this in summer and teaching 
school in winter till 1820 —twenty-six years 
old —when he became so far advanced in 
the common branches of education, that he 
felt able to begin the study ot Jaw in Ohio. 
Two years after he opened Blackstone, he 
was admitted to the bar in Ashtabula couo 
ty where he resided tor fifty two years. 
He made a very euccesslul lawyer irom 
the start. 
When 35 years old he was elect­ 
ed 
district 
attorney of 
his county, 
and 
two years 
later 
he 
was 
elected to the Slate Senate. In 1817 he 
was elected Judge of the third judicial cir­ 
cuit ot Ohio, and held the office until 1851, 
when he was elected to the United States 
Senate. 
He remained in the Senate 
eighteen 
consecutive years, aLd dur­ 
ing that time displayed remarkable ability 
as an intrepid leader. 
Ile was in the Sen­ 
ate during the stormy days when discus­ 
sion of the slavery question created such 
a commotion 
over 
the 
land. 
Mr. 
Wade 
was 
a 
bitter 
and 
an 
unreleatmg opponent to slavery when it 
cost something to ?Ake that ground in Con­ 
gress and stand on it. Theu the fire-eat­ 
ers of the South were power in Congress. 
They attempted to ru;e by the display of 
pistols and knives. 
But Wade and Sum­ 
ner were am mg the few who defied threats, 
knives and pistols, aud throughout the des­ 
perate struggle when Southern rage was at 
the highest heat, they never quailed nor 
allowed the threats nor the vituperations 
of the pro-slayery party to intimidate them 
nor cause them to abandon their ground. 
fcW hen the war broke out Mr. Wade was 
in advance of his brother Senators in his 
ideas concerning the prosecution of the 
war. 
He was chairman of the Committee 
on the Conduct of the War, aud urged the 
passage of a bill to confiscate all the prop­ 
erty of the leading secessionists, and to 
emancipate 
their 
slaves. 
After the 
assassination of President 
Lincoln, Mr. 
Wade became President pro tempore of 
the Senate, and acting Vice President cf 
the United States, fie was elected Presi­ 
dent of the Senate in 1807, and when the 
House of Representatives impeached An­ 
drew Johnson in 18CS, one vote more 
would 
have 
decapitated 
him, 
and 
thus 
placed 
Mr. 
Wade 
in 
the 
highest executive office in the country. 
Mr. Wade’s third term la the Senate ex­ 
pired in 1809, and aside irom serving on the 
San Domingo Commission in 1871, retired 
from public life. 
His career has been an 
eventful one, and as honorable as eventful. 
No man ever served his country with more 
zeal, unselfishness and honor, than Benj*, 
min F. Wade, aud now that he has passed 
through the valley of the shadow of death, 
his name will be revered by all loyal 
Americans. 
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lftture has to do with this question the bel­ 
ter. We don’t believe the scheme a prac­ 
tical one nor an economical one.

The citizens of 
New Mexico are just now exercised at the 
fact that President Hayes has not f l ­ 
owed in the footsteps ot 
President 
Grant, and 
recognized the claims of 
citizens of that Territory to appointments 
to the local offices. Mr. Romero, Delegate 
in Congress from New Mexico, has urged 
the appointment of two persons to fill the 
offices of Register of Licds and Receiver 
ublic Moneys at Santa Fe. These offices 
are worth about $500 each per year ; but, 
to the annoyance of the New Mexicans, 
names of two non-re Jdeuts of the Territo­ 
ry have been sent to the Senate for con­ 
firmation to these places.

THE SCHOOL BOOK BILL. 
The friends of the school book measure 
having become convinced that it is impos­ 
sible for the bill to become a law, will 
agree to have the question referred to a 
Commission. A substitute will be report­ 
ed for the original bill and will possibly 
pass. The Commission will be charged 
with authority to investigate the whole 
matter and will be required to report at the 
next session of the Legislature. The Com­ 
mission will be composed of five persons, 
aud among these will be Superintendent 
Whitford, Prof. W. D. Parker, President 
of the River Falls Normal School, ex-Sun 
ator Davis, of Dane county, and two oth­ 
ers whose names have not been announced. 
The substitute has not yet been reported, 
but probably will in a day or two. 
S t re­ 
gard this as a wise 
course to settle 
a very ugly matter, providing, however, 
that each member of the Commission is a 
fair minded man, and not under subjection 
to the friends of the school book measure. 
All we ask is lair play. 
There never has 
come before the Legislature a bill so odi­ 
ous, excepting probably the hospital billsf 
as the bill to cheapen the cost of support­ 
ing the common schools of the State.” The 
name is snare and the bill a farce, and 
should be so known and designated, 
lf 
five honest, independent, unprejudiced men 
investigate the subject, we have faith it will 
be well done. Ex-Senator Davis who is 
announced as one of the Commissioners, is 
a strong advocate of the original measure, 
and should not have beea named as a mem­ 
ber. 
We think he is too much in favor of 
Anderson’s bill to do the subject justice- 
However, we can stand one or two such 
men on the Commission, but it would be 
suicidial to have a majority of that stripe 
of men. 
lo all legislation pertaining to the school 
book question, the greatest care, prudence 
and wisdom is demanded. There should be 
no rings connected with it and no grounds 
lor the charge that the m titer Is in the 
b a n d i of a monopoly. The less the Legn 


Billa have been passed by the Legisla­ 
ture providing for the purchase of 200 
copies of Webster’s dictionary at $7 per 
copy, and 400 copies at $6 
We can’t un­ 
derstand why there should be the differ­ 
ence in the price of the dictionary. If 
400 can be bought for $C a copy, why can 
not the entire GOO ? The Legislature would 
have done the public schools of the Stale a 
good service by totally discarding Web­ 
ster, and purchasing Worcester’s. They 
would also have saved $1,000 in the trans­ 
action. • The great publishing house of J. 
B Lippincott & Co., Philadelphia, offered 
to furnish Worcester at $5 per copy. There 
is some consistency in Worcester’s orthog­ 
raphy and etymology; in Websters there is 
none. 


The reports from Washington show that 
the latest contemplated raid upon the treas­ 
ury is a measure to bo introduced by a 
Southern Senator pledging the Govern­ 
ment credit to $50,030,000 for the building 
of a railroad from San Antonio, Texas, to 
the City of Mexico, upon condition tba1 
the Government of Mexico will pledge an 
additional amount to be agreed upon rn a 
commercial treaty to be arranged for that 
purpose. The object of the scheme is to 
divert attention from the Southern Pacific 
Railroad to a road that its advocates claim 
will be of Incalculable more advantage to 
the South. The joint resolution will be 
introduced during the coming week. 


It is very probable that the Callaghan 
bill regarding the pu blication of the re­ 
ports of the Supreme Court, will be de­ 
bated. Welsh's bill which lets the con­ 
tract of printing them to the lowest bid­ 
der, is undoubtedly the best bill, in that it 
is a more economic ii one, or at least will 
prove so in the end. It will probably pass 
the Assembly without a great struggle 
Under this bill, the reports will not cost 
half as much as they formerly have. This 
ii an item of considerable importance to 
lawyers, as well as to the State. 


The bill to appropriate $15,000 to aid 
the Industrial School for Girls iu Milwau­ 
kee is bitterly opposed by Assemblyman 
Keogh, of that city, tor the reason that the 
Industrial School is not a sectarian one. 
The fact that the School is not sectarian, is 
cue of the best reasons why the appropria­ 
tion should pass. 
Keogh is strongly in 
favor of aiding only the Catholic institu­ 
tions in Milwaukee, and of course is inter­ 
ested in killing the Industrial School ap­ 
propriation . 


Now that Collector Simmons, of Boston, 
has been summarily removed, and a bosom 
friend of Senator Hoar put in his place, it 
is now in order that President Hayes should 
send to Congress that long-promised spec­ 
ial message, showing the beauties of civil 
service reform. There seems to be a good 
deal of difference between the President's 
policy practically, and his policy theoreti­ 
cally.

Washington, D. D., March] 3.—The al­ 
leged kidnapping ot negroes from South­ 
ern States, with their deportation and sale

ported by a Special Agent of the Interior 
Department employed in the Southern 
States. It now turns out that a resident of 
Savannah, Ga., is alleged to have made 
overtures to the Ageot to enter tnis con­ 
traband trade with him. 
Sailing-vessels 
were to have been chartered to trade from 
Savannah and other Southern ports laden 
with whatever cargoes could be 
pro­ 
cured, or, 
with 
ballast, lf necessary. 
These vessels 
were

manned 
by much larger 
crews 
than 
were 
actually necessary with supernumerary 
deck hands. The ignorant character of the 
Southern negro and the payment of a boun­ 
ty or advance money for the trip, was an 
ample inducement, and it was designed 
that the vessel should return to a Northern 
port in the United States manned by a new 
crew picked up from idle sailors and 
landsmen in ports where she discharged 
her living as well as her material freight.

Lincoln's Arrival in Springfield. 
Mr. John F. Speed, of Springfield, III., 
lectured in Louisville, Ky., devoting him­ 
self to reminiscences of Abraham Lincoln. 
Mr. Speed is a native of Kentucky, but In 
1835 opened a store rn Springfield. 
Two 
years later, as he stated in his lecture, Mr. 
Lincoln came to Springfield, riding a bor­ 
rowed horse, and alighting at Mr. Speed’s 
store door, entered and asked the price of 
sufficient bed clothes to fit up a single bed 
Upon being informed that, together with a 
mattress, they would cost $17, he replied 
that he had not $17 in the world, but that 
if Mr. Speed would credit bim uutil Christ* 
mas he would pay him, provided he suc­ 
ceeded in his profession. “But,” he add­ 
ed, “if I do not succeed I do not know as I 
can ever pay you. ” “His face, as he utter­ 
ed the words,” said Mr. Speed, ‘‘was the 
saddest I ever saw. I told him that above 
the store in which we were standing was 
a bedroom in which I slept, and thai if he 
wa9 willing to occupy it with me he was 
quite welcome to do so.” Mr. Lincoln 
went up to see the room, and returned in 
great glee, cordially accepting the invita­ 
tion. 
Mr. Speed’s store became the head­ 
quarters of a social club, in wnich the 
young men of the embryo city assembled 
nightly and discussed problems of the day, 
in which politics came in for a full share. 
There, around the stove, on many a win­ 
ter’s night, the Titans, Lincoln and Ste­ 
phen A. Douglas, then a rising youug 
lawyer, measured the swords that were 
never sheathed during Mr. Douglas’ life.

San Francisco Prices in 1850. 
FroA the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 
San Francisco, N ot. 7, 1850.—Diued 
with Mr. H.—. The town has very much 
improved; all is business and bustle; hotel 
crowded with strangers, wild, west coun­ 
tryman-looking fellows, some strong and 
athletic, others sickly and emaciated from 
disease contracted at the mines. Gold is 
seen every where, in tubs and other vessels. 
Enormous prices are asked at the stores ; a 
pair of blankets $75, a scrape $100, etc. 
attended an auction of the sale of a cargo 
belonging to Mr. C., of Valparaiso, fifty - 
three barrels of pork sold for $63 per bar­ 
rel; (common blankets, worth $1 in the 
United States, $18 apiece; common woolen 
socks, $14 per dozen ; 800 barrels of flour, 
$24 per barrel; brandy in casks, $38 per 
gallon, $24 a dozen in bottles; bams, 95 
cents per pound, etc., etc. 
The people bld with the greatest enthu­ 
siasm. in a side-room champagne, wine, 
etc., were opened almost ad libitum. The 
salesman, Mr. S 
, a shrewd and smart 
fellow, a wag besides, knew how to man­ 
age his wild buyers. For the sales in two 
days he received $8,000 commission. Those 
goods, bought at such exorbitant prices, are 
immediately sent to the mines (in launches 
hired sometimes for $5,000 tor ten days, 
sailors g receiving $10 and $15 per day), 
where a barrel of flour sells at $400, a bar­ 
rel of pork $500, $2.50 per pound. A man 
standing by me said he sold a common 
horse blanket for $100; another that he 
sold hams at $4.50 per pound. 
All this 
seems very incredible, but It is most un­ 
doubtedly trot, gold being In such prolu­ 
sion that its valse is not regarded where a 
person feels a want or any article ot ab­ 
solute necessity. The holders do not hes­ 
itate to take every advantage of their cus­ 
tomers, particularly if they happen to be 
Indians. A very respectable gentleman 
said he saw wiih his own eyes twenty 
pounds of sugar weighed out tor twenty- 
five pounds of gold, to an Indian. 
The 
common way for an Indian to bay a dollar 
in silver is to pile it up with gold dust. 
The Yankee dealers, too, take all kinds of 
advantages of them by false weights, etc, 
An ounce will be made to weigh tw o; two 
ounces four ounces. 
A disbanded volun­ 
teer who shipped aboard the Lexington, 
told me that one day, being very hungry 
at the mines, be paid $13.50 for one meal. 
Mr. W. told me be himself had made an 
Indian pay him $3 for a small mess of food 
standing in a sauce-pan, at which he was 
enviously looking.

Thirty years ago (says the New York 
correspondent of the Baltimore Sun) wheel* 
ed vehicles of any kind were rarely seen 
on Broadway between Christmas week and 
the second fortnight of February.

The delay incurred in extracting the 
hones from the mud at the scene in this 
skirmish, and in waiting for the artillery 
and infantry to come up, prevented the 
command from reaching Falmouth till day­ 
light, whee they found all the bridges 
across the Rappahonnock in dames, and 
were only able to pour a lew* volleys of 
musketry and hurl a tew shot and shell 
into the rear guard of the enemy as it dis­ 
appeared in the streets of Fredericksburg. 
YViiile these events were occurring, the 
writer remained with his guard in charge \ 
of the captured camp and prisoners. Some 
half hour after the departure of the ivgi- ! 
meat, a sergeant approac hed the camp- J 
tire by which I sat, and, saluting mid: 
•‘Lieutenant, where shall we put the body j 
ut Lieutenant Deckerv It lies rolled in a 
blanket at tue head of the street just vacat­ 
ed oy his company.” I rose aud went with 
the sergeant to the spot, and, calling an- , 
other soldier, had them raise the body, j 
which I decided to place in the evergreen 
booth lately occupied by the Colonel, as 
the largest and most commanding s;sot in 
the camp-ground. As we entered the lit- j 
tie circle ol pines in which it stood I no­ 
ticed a pile of blankets in one corner, and 
thought that in his haste in the night’s ad­ 
vance, Kilpatrick had, purposely or not, 
left 
them 
behind, 
and 
that 
I 
must bear them rn mind when we 
moved. 
“Lay

boys.” They placed it reverently on the 
ground and weaU retired, for I coold spare 
none ofmy small guard even to watch 
over the body. Next morning when we 
received orders to rejoin the regiment, we 
found the body where we had Itll it, and 
bore it with us to Falmouth, where on the 
succeeding day, It 
received honorable 
burial rn the little Virginia churchyard. 
A night or two after I Heard the Adjut­ 
ant narrate an experience In connection 
with the death of Decker, that had startled 
him considerably. "When ordered to ad- j 
Vance from camp that night,” said Hill, “I ; 
wa9 sleeping with Kilpatrick, and was so 
completely used up by the long march of 
the day before that it was impossible fir 
me to mount my horse. I told the Colonel 
so, and he said I might remain behind and 
come on next day with tue guard, when he 
arose aud left me. 
I turned over aud was 
soon sound asleep again. 
Toward rn tru­ 
ing the cold awoke me, when, forgetting 
the incidents of the night, I turned toward 
Kilpatrick, (as I supposed), and seeing him 
all rolled up IQ b.aukels clumsily, ex­ 
claim ed;‘Colonel, let me have some of 
your blanket.’ 
Getting no 
response, I 
reached toward bim and gave the blankets 
a hard pull, when, as they rolled ofT the 
body by my side, imagine my terror and 
astonishment lodhoi my bedmate not the 
living Kilpatrick, but the dead Decker.” 
“What did you do? ’ said Lieutenant 
Charley Hasty. 
“ Do? I jumped to my feet, seized my 
accouterments, run from the tent, mounted 
my horse and rode after the regiment, 
which I found and rejoined as it was en­ 
tering Falmouth. But I would give some­ 
thing to know how Decker’s body got into 
that place.”

Professor Sumner, of Yale, has been ex­ 
amining the Hash story papers so widely 
read by boys, and in Scribner’s Magazine 
t r March Rives tome earnest wtrds of 
warning to parents, accompanied by spec­ 
imens of the types described in the stories.

He then sinds

torious Tombs lawyer, to whom be git es 
$500. With this sum bis release is easily 
procured. He then starts with his cousin 
to miliate4tbe latter into life in New York. 
They go to a thieves' college, where they 
see a young fellow graduated. His part ! 
consists in taking things from the pockets { 
of a banging figure, to the garments of 
which bells are attached, without causing 
the bells to ring. Of this a full page illus­ 
tration is given. The two yourn; men then I 
go up the Bowery to a beer saloon where I 
the hero sustains his character by his vul­ 
gar familiarity with the girl waiters. Next j 
they bear a row in a side street. They 
dud a crowd collected watching a woman 
Who hangs from a third-story window 
while her drunken husband beats and cuts 
I r hands to make her fall. The hero solves 
ihis situation by drawing bis revolver and 
shooting the man. As he and his compan­ 
ion withdraw unobserved, the former 
wards of! the compliments of the latter by 
saying mc iestly that he could not bear to 
stand there and see 6uch a crowd looking 
on, aud not knowing what to do, so he just 
did the proper thing. Next day the hero, 
meeting the thieves’ college graduate in 
the corridor of the Fifth Aveuue Hotel, 
agrees to recaive and boid for bim any 
booty he may seize in the 
bar-room; 
which he does. At night be and bis friend 
go to a disreputable masked bal), where the 
ro recognizes bis father in disguise 
amongst the dancers. Securing a place lo 
the same set, dunug a pause in the dance 
la snatches the mask from bis own face 
aad bis father’s at the same moment. This 
edifying incident is enforced by a full-page 
illustration. A friend suggests the qaes- 
on, What demon cf thoughtfulness makes 
tbe artist put such brutal and vulgar laces 
on tbe men ?

' Rev. J amos Ray Applebee gave an in­ 
teresting discourse at All Souls church yes­ 
terday morning on “Nature and Extent of 
the Kingdom of God.” He deemed it nec­ 
essary to first gain a true conception of 
God, ani lashed without mercy all those 
who in his opinion attributed to God Any 
finite attributes. Anger, he assumed, was 
a finite attribute and yet it was predicated 
by many of an infinite God. If there was 
love in the infinite nature there must be an 
infinity of love. If there was anger in the 
divine make-up there must be an infinity 
of anger, and as anger and love were di­ 
rectly antagonistic, the strange condition 
would be presented of infinite love oppos­ 
ing infinite anger, which would really re* 
suit in making God an imbecile unable to 
act at all, just as two wheels of equal 
force revolving in 
opposite directions 
would neutralize each other 
forever. 
There was a measurable distance nseessary 
for the display of aeger. A gnat could 
tease a lion into an angry growl, but it 
was not even then higbJy befitting a lion’s 
position to become so enraged at so small 
a cause, and yet between God and man 
there 
was 
such 
an 
infinite 
distance 
that 
it 
was 
not 
to 
be conceived that anger could, move the 
divine heart. The speaker dealt 
very 
harshly with the various creeds of other 
churches as they stated that all meu through 
Adam had sinned and were hence under 
the condemnation of the law, and subject 
to God s eternal wrath. He also.struck out 
from the shoulder against the doctrine of 
predestination and foreordination. After 
showing that love was one of the univer­ 
sals of life, he gave wisdom as the other 
universal. The speaker used his sarcasm 
against so-called special providences in 
history, and against the idea that God cre­ 
ated the universe as a machinist m*kes an 
engine. He deemed it contradictory to 
say 
that an 
infinite 
being 
wa9 
at one time different from what he was at 
another time. To say that he created the 
universe was to say that God at some time 
became a creator, that is, that ho became 
something which he had not been before. 
Nature was an organism with God as the 
inner lite. Everything was in God and 
God was in everything. Love aud wisdom 
being the universals of life wherever they 
were found there was God’s kingdom 
and everything possessing theso universals 
was a subject of G >d*s kingdom. 
Every 
act tending to iucn. ase man s capacity or to 
satisfy the wauls oi his nature was an act 
glorifying God. If one wanted to laugh 
or 
could 
make 
others 
laugh, 
by doing it innocently, they would glorify 
God ; if they would dance, dance Innocent* 
ly, and it would be to the glory of God. 
Mr. Appltbee’s discourse was closely 
listened to, and contained much literary 
merit. He is a popular speaker, has a good 
command oi language, and Is one who will 
always secure attention even from those 
who do not endorse the startling statements 
in which he indulges.
